Apropos of the, corn borer, a pest 


within recent jear« introduced from 
Europe" and which has made some 
progress in circumscribed areas, one 
ot them in Schoharie counti and an- 
other in "Montgomery and Schenec- 
tody. the XJmted" States department of 
agriculture »tate» that Dr L. O. How- 
ard of the bureau of Ethnologv has 
lately returned from abroad after a 
careful study 'of the situation and 
recommends that the natural parasites 
of the borer be brought to America to 
aid in. the fight. It appears that, 
though the pest is prevalent in Eu*-- 
op*. It does no great harm because 
the enemies 
<xf the worm are ade- 


quate numerically to keep it in check. 


The spread of the borer has been 


•low in the United States. It 


has been in the country ten years and 
is still practically confined to the areas 
•where it first was noticed. The nat- 
tral enamies. therefore, might make 
'abort shift ot the borer if Introduced.
